self which Is the best for us In our 
•whole life, what do we expect to be 
employed In for life, and Wiiat* do we 
must wish todo a s a life occupation 
and what occupation now is going to 
fit us best for the best and most no- 
ble life? 
Is the tobacco warehouse 


the best place to make ladles and gen- 
tlemen, or the influence of a 
good, 


pure home? 
No doubt ail girls, or 


most of them at least, expect to have 
a home of their own sometime, this 
is certainly the very highest caning 
a woman can aspire to. 
Then wuat 


Is best for us to oring to this 
the 


/ bgt anu most pure home and woman- 


hood? 
Do you believe i«.at worning 


in tobacco warehouses -will 
bring 


about this best result? 


A few years ago and even now our 


•white sisters looked down upon 
the 


colored girls and women who were ob- 
liged to work In the cotton fields wlia 
men. and the foreigners who work In 
the fields alone with their own rela- 
tives. 
Is It better for the carefully 


•well bred and raised whue plrl .to 
now work In tobacco, the most filthy 
weed on earth where all are employed 
from far and near regardless of sex, 
color, or previous occupation? 
It 
seems to us that It is not only time 
for good girls and 'boys to stop and 
to consider seriously, but their fath- 
ers and mothers also. 
How much 


above or cleaner Is tobacco than liq- 
uor and the saloon, how many drink 
•who do1 not use tobacco, how many 
use tobacco who do not drink? 
It 


may be that this tobacco business Is 
an advantage to this country In dol- 
lars and cents, but how much less Is 
its curse than the saloon? 
We loave 


this for all Rood girls and all good 
boys, as well ns their parents 
to 


consider seriously.. 


We asked a good honest 
tobacco 


dealer In this city if he wanted his 
llttlo son who was growing up

learn to use tobacco, and he most de- 
cidedly replied. "No." We wish to 
say to this "tobacco dealer that our 
boy and girl are just ns dear to us as 
his. and all other parents feel about 
the same, and we believe It would be 
•beyond a miracle for a boy or girl to 
grow up employed in a tobacco ware- 
house and not become a user of the 
weed, as much as If grown up in 
a 


saloon and not become a drunkard. It 
is not our (wish .to offend and friend or 
neighbor In this business, but we shall 
always class 
It with the liquor habit 


and raise our voice against It. for we 
speak from experience when wo 
sny 


that he are suffering today v-c most 
of all else from tho 
tobacco habit 


formed when a boy. although 
wo 
have been free from It now over 
30 


years—Evansvllle Tribune. 


The above article might well 
be 


changed to "Tobacco and 
Homes." 


Valuable farms make valuable homes 
and tobacco has added to the value 
of the farms In the counties .where 
It Is raised from twenty-five to 
fif- 


ty per cent. 


Not an offer has been made by any 


'dealer to girls in tho city of Lines 
vllle to work for a certain amount 
per week as has been so often stated 
In this and. other papers. 
All girls 


are working upon tho basis of a stl 
pulated amount per hundred pounds, 


The "whltb sisters" referred to In 


the above article,, may look down up- 
on the tobacco assortcrs. but I do not 
believe their soda! position Is et> 
very much elevated that they can look 
down far enough to cause their brain- 
less heady to become dizzy. 
If they 


could have their way. these 
girls 


would be employed In the washroom 
scrubbing at 50 cents per week and 
board themselves.. 
What a [noble 


;work to elevate the girl's Ideas with 
the mop and dlshrag. 


All good boys and girls arc Just 


as safe In the .tobacco warehouse 
earning good wages as they would be 
In the cotton mill, woolen mill or do- 
.ing the so called servant's work. 


The comparison drawn between the 


tobacco and the saloon Is so utterly 
void of sense as to need no reply. 


Regarding the slur that because 


boys and girls assort tobacco, they 
become users of the weed. Is 
far 


reaching and the girls that leave the 
warehouse with the corn cob pipe 
or cigar in their mouths, are about ns 
numerous as tho brains In the edl 
tor's head who .wrote this sciirrllom 
attack upon the thousands of hart! 
working, honest, virtuous people who 
earn their living In handling tobacco 


Tho 
Insinuation that because a 


girl works In a warehouse, she cannoi 
have a home of her own sometime 
Is a fallacy which the editor should 
have Knocked cut of his head 
nt 


once. 
He may look around in his 


own village and ho will find at least 
three women who have built homes of 
their own. every dollar of which was 
earned assorting tobacco and tnese 
homes are elegant homes at that.

-The era of wild speculation, for 


which tho stroot has been noted for 
tho past two years, tins past, and a 
conservative feeling, that amounts to 
a pessimistic outlook*, prevails. Henry 
Clews, the New York banker, says 
of the situation: 


"General trade continues to show 


great activity. 
The laboring classes 


are enjoying unusual prosperity, and 
their consequent Increased expendi- 
tures naturally tend to prolong tho 
onwanl movement. 
The West 
la 


still undergoing a period of great de- 
Telopment. 
Little of the conservat- 


ism so marked in Eastern financial 
circles can be found In the 
West 


Speculation there Is going along un- 
checked, and Western optimism Is In 
delightful contrast to the undisguis- 
ed caution practiced in New York 
bank parlors, where the consequenc- 
es of stringency and the vast multipli- 
cation of securities during the last 
five years are the most readily apprec- 
iated. 
But even In the Interior there 


arc signs of a halt. 
Tho Iron trade, 


though well sold ahead, is less press- 
ed with orders than a year ago. Pric- 
es have been shaded and kept down 
perhaps to discourage new competi- 
tion, and tho premiums paid 
for 


prompt delivery havo 
disappeared. 


Railroad earnings show large gross 
returns, but the gains are less pro- 
nounced and increased expenses arc 
manifest in smaller not returns.

Sil- 
ver is selling at low record prices. 
throwing an unsettling element Into 
trade with silver-using countries and 
checking our exports of cotton goods 
to a point that will force export mills 
to turn their looms on products for 
the home market, unless some other 
putlct Is forthcoming. 
Foreign ex- 


change has ruled firm and moderate 
shipments were again made to South 
America on London account, as in 
the previous week. 
Corn Is begin- 


ning to move moro freely and 
a 


better supply of bills Is anticipated in 
consequence; but'gold shipments aft- 
er the new year would cause no sur- 
jurprlse, 
although our indebtedness 


abroad has been greatly diminished 
during tho last few months, somo ex- 
perts giving the recent reduction at 
over $100,000,000. 


"AH things considered, the situation 


is'one that induces caution. 
The 


policy of the market leaders appears 
to be >to hold tho situation well in 
nand and force a steady but thorough 
liquidation. 
As yet there are no 


Indications of a change In this policy." 


Tho country has been going at a ra- 


pid pace, and the first of the new year 
will be a good time to take account of 
stock, balance accounts,

In prosperous times, waen money 


is plenty and work abundant, the ten- 
dency towards extravagance tfs al 
ways apparent 


Xot only this, but a spirit of rest- 


lessenss is in the air, and an ambl 
tlon to make money rapidly, encour- 
ages all sorts of visionary schemes, 
and reason and Judgment are sacri- 
ficed to speculation. 
It is a good 


time to exercise caution as suggest- 
ed by Mr.. Clews. 


AGAINST UNFAIR 
COMPETITION 


Senator Qimrlcs has made his con- 


tribution to the mighty pile of con- 
gressional anti-trust bills. 
His mea- 


sure Is leveled at only ono of tho ob- 
jectionable 
practices of tho trade 


monopolists, but It is so vicious a 
practice that if it could be put a stop 
to the power of monopolists to main- 
tain their monopoly will bo much wea- 
kened. 


When the trust becomes aware of 


tho!' existence of .a competitor 
It 


hastens lp crush him out by a resort 
to .the old familiar device of under- 


- selling him. 
In most cases it suc- 


ceeds. 
The smaller concern with Its 


limited resources cannot 
withstand 


tho unfair competition to which 
it 


Is subjected. 
Many a man has been 


ruined and driven out of business as 
a manufacturer or retailer because 
he was In the path of some monoply. 
Senator Quarles alms to assist such 
men by making It an offense for any 
person who alone or with others has 
monopolized or Is seeking to monopo- 
lize the production or sale of any ar- 
ticle to offer It for sale In any locali- 
ty or localities for prices less than 
those charged by such person in any 
other localities, after allowing for dif- 
ferences In freight and carriage, when 
the lower prices are asked with the 
view, intent or natural result of stifl- 


Ing competition In interstate com- 
merce. 


The object of the bill Is praisewor- 


thy, but the men whom ono or 
other trust Is now trying to drive 
out of business by underselling them 
should not baso hopes on It. 
Tho 


enactment of this or any other antl* 
trust measure at thp~present session 
is doubtful, and even If 
Senator 


Quarles' bill wero to become a law 
It Is doubtful It It would be more ef- 
fective than the ordinary run of tho 
anti-trust legislation. 
It Is easy to 


draft a law aimed at a particular evil. 
It turns out often, when tho law Is 
tested, that It will not work.—Chica- 
go Tribune. 


Tho Trlbuno Is right when it sayo 


In sustanco that It Is easier to draft 
laws of this class, than to enforce 
thorn. 
Senator Quarles, like many 


other members of tho national legis- 
lation, views tho situation from a 
purely legal standpoint To his mind, 
Lhe business of the country, should 
be controlled by law, the samo as 
crime.

Penalty for Overtime. 


The bill provides that every con 


tract for public work made by the 
United States, any territory or the 
District of Columbia shall provide a 
penalty of $5 for each laborer or» me- 
chanic for each day said laborer or me- 
chanic may be required or permitted 
to labor more than eight hours on such 
•work, the penalty to bo withheld' from 
payments due the contractors or sub- 
v contractors, who are given the right 
of appeal to the head of the depart- 
ment making the contract, and then to 
the court of claims. 


Emergency Exception. 
•» 


Besides providing that the act shah 


cot apply' to contracts for transporta- 
tion by land or water, an amendment 
specifically exempts contracts for the 
transmission of Intelligence from the 
operation of the act. No penalties are 
to be imposed for violations of the law 
due to emergencies caused by flre, 
famine, flood, danger to life or prop- 
erty or to other extraordinary event 
or condition.

Washington, Dec. 19.—The House 


military affairs committee authorized 
a favorable report on the bill drafted 
by the War Department creating a 
general staff corps In the army, but 
recommended two Important amend- 
ments, one of which eliminates tlio 
provision for the discontinuance of tho 
Inspector general's department, thus 
leaving It as a bureau of the War Do 
partmcnt. The other amendment pre- 
. vents the giving a brigadier general 
vrho might be detailed to the staff tho 
rank and pay of a lieutenant general 
or major general, as contemplated In 
the bill. Secretary Root made an ar-

a* Unit of Value. 


•Washington. Dec. 19.—The senate 


committee on the Philippines has 
agreed upon a bill for the establish- 
ment of a currency for the Philippines, 
•which Is the joint production ot Sen- 
ators Lodge and Allison. The 
bill 


establishes the gold peso of 10.9 grains 
as the unit of value of the Islands and 
makes the gold coins of the United 
States legal tender for all debts. In 
addition to the currency at present 
authorized the Philippine government 
is permitted to have coined 75,000,000 
silver pesos of 41C grains each, which 
are to be legal tender for all debts In 
the Island unless otherwise specified 
by contract or by law. Subsidiary sil- 
ver coins also are allowed in excess of 
the present volume. The Philippine 
government Is authorized to Issue cer- 
tificates of indebtedness in order to 
maintain the parity between gold and 
silver pesos. Provision also Is made 
for the redemption of the present sil- 
ver currency of the Islands.

Defendant's 
Attorneys Will Offer a 


General Denial of the Guilt of Their 
Client, Claiming Miss Dunlap Was 
Sick When Miss Dool Died.

dence; against Miss Tuna Dunlap, the 
young woman on trial for thn murder 
of Miss Ahle Dool last' August, had 
been presented to the jury, when the 
state sprung a surprise on the defense 
and further piolouged the trial.

Court had been In session scarcely

Unities, who will bo examined as an 
expert chemist, and nis testimony will 
be In support of Dr. Patton, the chem- 
ist who has alrfeady testified to mak- 
ing'an analysis of tho piece of pois- 
oned chocolate cream which caused 
the death of Miss Uool. 


Polron for Squirrels.

Mr. Minor cleared away all 


doubts as to whether he had purchased 
Btrychnlne on May 19 by stating that 
he bought 13 cents' worth of tho poison 
on that day, which he had used In kill- 
ing ground squirrels on his farm. The 
defense failed to bring out any facts 
of value to the defendant by cross ex- 
amination.
